Calabrese told the Selectmen 
that he was aware of the con- 
troversial failure of the Ford 
Agency to include their deduc- 
tions for Excise Tax in their 
bids, and that this was the 
first thing he had talked a- 
bout with Town Counsel Philip 
Buzzell, within a few minutes 
of the time that the bids had 
been opened. Buzzell told him 
not to press the issue, Cala- 
brese stated. 

Calabrese in effect said he 
was calling for new bids be- 
cause of the controversy, and 
not because of any errors on 
his part.

The money given to Wilmington 
is in the form of a loan, re- 
payable on demand, in the e- 


vent that the town does not 
decide to go through with the 
Urban Renewal project. 

The period of time in which 
the money can be spent (for 
study and planning) has been 
cut from nine months to six. 
Tt is understood that this is 
the general story in all Urban 
Renewal projects throughout 
the country. The planning per- 
iod is being cut, in an effort 
to hasten the work along. 


$400,000 has been set aside 
in Urban Renewal funds, for 
allocation to the town if and 
when Wilmington votes to ac- 
cept Urban Renewal. 

A sum of $200,000 will have 
to be provided by the town,not 
necessarily in cash, at the 
time of acceptance. Land sold 
by the town to the Urban Re- 
newal project, and work done 
by the town in the project 
will all be used as part of 
the town’s contribution.

CIVIL DEFENSE AMBULANCE 
CORPS GETS FIRST WORKOUT 

Wilmington, theoretically, 
was practically blown off the 
map Tuesday afternoon. 

A ten megaton bomb had struck 
the MIT laboratories in Cam- 
bridge, and another of the 
same size had struck the Bed- 
ford Air Base, early Tuesday 
afternoon, and the resulting 
blast damage in Wilmington, 
only 10 miles away practically 
wiped out the southern section 
of Wilmington. 

Thanks to an alert that the 
Wilmington Civil Defense Grp 
had received at 11°15 am a 
large segnent of the popula- 
tion had been successfully e- 
vacuated, up Route 38 to the 
New Hampshire line, Those peo- 
ple who had remained, however, 
were to be listed as casual- 
ties, either dead, or dying. 

The theoretical radiation 
fail out in Wilmington, from 
the Bedford Bomb reached 271 
roentgens, in fall out, The 
fallout is cumulative, so that 
in a few hours time most peo- 
ple would have received over 
500 roentgens, which is a le- 
thal dose to 50% of the popu- 
lation. 

Those people who had taken 
refuge in cellars had a longer 
time to withstand the deadly 
fallout - about 72 hours 
would have had to elapse be- 
fore they had accumulated a 
lethal dosage, according to 
the RADEF team. 

Rescus Operations 

Led by Wilmington’ s Civil De- 
fense Director Rene LaRivee, 
the Civil Defense team swung 
into operation at 9 am Tuesday 

At 11°15 am the Engineer 
Group, consisting principally 
of Town Trucks and equipment 
was. evacuated to a point in 
Tewksbury, on Route 38, just 
beyond the major blast damage. 
The idea was to keep all 
trucks, bulldozers, and other 
such equipment operational, and 
ready to dispatch to places 
where needed, 

The Communications Group, car 
rying Short Wave Civil Defense 
Radios was also evacuated, in 
theory. 

Practically, the men in this 
group were dispersed through- 
out the town, to test communi- 
cations. 

Radio Communications were ve- 
ry god, Communications Offi- 
cer Ted Daly reported. No part 
of Wilmington was found to be 
out of the range of the short 
wave radios, and reception was 
wonderful, 

Ambulance Corps 

It was the first try-out for 
the Ambulance Corps, ,sing the 
Wilmington Civil Defense, An- 
bulance, they answered a call 
to the Medico home on Federal 
Street, where Peter Medico, a 
Specialist First Class in the

It is not e- 
nough, although it is vital, that he be a per- 
son of good business sense. He must have, and 
it cannot be stressed too strongly, tact. 

The Director cf Urban Renewal cannot forget 
that he is responsible to the people of Wil- 
mington for the success of the project. He must 
be able to work with, and nct in spite of, the 
various boards who will be concerned with this 
project. 

The Director of Urban Renewal must remember 
that what is being done in the next year or so 
is only the beginning. Urban Renewal is not a 
temporary expedient, nor a stqp gap. It is a 
pete for the future, in which the Federal, 

tate and local governments are all bearing 
their share, in the hope that better things 
will be the result of their combined effort. 
Urban Renewal is long range planning, and long 
range planning cannot be haphazard. 

There are people who consider being a Select 
man as the most important thing in Wilmington 
today. 

They are wrong. The post of Selectman finds 
@ person only one out of five, with four other 
members ready to ccrrect errors. 

Other than perhaps the Town Manager, the 
Director of Urban Renewal is going to be the 
most important persm in Wilmington for the 
next year. 

It will not he an e@sy job.

GENENAL PURPOSE SPRAY FIRMULA 

All purpose or general pur- 
pose formulations have taken 
many of the complications out 
of the home owners pest con- 
trol problems. Probably the 
most useful formulae are those 
for fruit because many home 
owners have together with the 
apple tree the other tree 
fruits such as peaches, plums, 
pears and cherries and perhaps 
small fruits, strawberries, 
grapes, raspberries, blueber- 
ries. One of the good ones for 
all of these contains methoxy - 
chlor for general insect con- 
trol; malathion for mites and 
aphids and to aid in other in- 
sect control; and captan for 
the fugicide. 

The timing varies for each 
fruit and must be carefully 
foll ed. The Middlesex County 
Extension Service, 19 Everett 
St, Concord, offers Special 
Circular No178, ‘General Pur- 
pose, Home Fruit Schedule,’ 
for the directions for mixing 
materials and for correct 
timing. This farmula is suited 
for use on most deciduous om- 
anentals.

the preservation of the public health, duly made and adopted the fdlowing 


rules and regulations. 


CHAPTER IX Gs 
"LIVESTOCK, POULTRY AND COMMERCIAL.FUR-BEARING ANIMALS 
Section 1. Definitions 

Livestock - the term ‘livestock’ shall mean and include goats, swine 
and members of the sheep, gat and bovine families. 

Poultry - the term ‘poultry’ shall mean and include such domestic 
fowls as hens, roosters, turkeys, and ducks, etc. 

Commercial fur-bearing animals - the term ‘Commercial fur-bearing an- 
imals’ shall mean and include mink and chinchillas bred, kept and raised 
for sale and other animal's intended for laboratory and scientific experi- 
mentation. 

Person - the term ‘persm’ shall mean and include for the purpose of 
these regulations any owner, lessee, tenant or occupant, 

Section 2. Livestock 

No person shall keep within the limits of this Tom m any land cm- 
taining less than one acre (43,560 sq ft.) in area or in any enclosures 
r building thereon situated, any livestock without a permit from the 
Board of Health. 
| Section 3. Poultry 

No person’ shall keep for canmercial purposes within the limits of 
this Town on land containing less than one-half acre (21.780 sa ft.) in 
‘area or in yards, pens, runs or buildings thereon situated, any poultry 
without a permit from the Board of Health. 

Non-commercial keeping of poultry for persona] or household use shall 
be permitted by the Board of Health on lots less than 21,780 square feet 
but more than 10,000 square feet; provided that such poultry shall consist 
of not more than six hens or two ducks or geese, and provided further that 
such use shall not become a source of annoyance or a public health nuis- 
ance to the immediate abuttors. 

Section 4, Commercial Fur-Bearing Animals 

No person shall keep, breed, raise for the purpose of sale within the 
limits of this Town on land containing less than three acres (130,680 sq. 
ft.) in area or in any cages, pens o building thereon situated any com- 
mercial fur-bearing animals without a permit fran the Board of Heal th. 

Sectioa 5. Sanitary Requirements 

A person in ccntrol of any buildings or premises in which livestock, 

poultry or commercial fur-bearing animals are kept or housed shall keep 


such buildings and premises clean and tree trom t1ith, dirt, decaying food 
and stagnant water and in a manner satisfactory to the Board of Health. 
Feed shall be stored in such a manner as to prevent, in so far as possi- 
ble, the attraction and breeding of rodents and insects. Manure shall be 
treated with lime, or covered with earth sufficient to keep down odor, or 
disposed of in a manner satisfactory to the Board of Heal th. 

The provisions of this section shall also apply to other animals as, 
in the opinion of the Board of Health may become a nuisance or injurious 
to the public health. 


Section 6. Permits 
Permits granted by the Board of Health shali state the number and 
kind of animals, the condition so permitted, and shall expire annually on 
July 31, Permits may be revoked or temporarily suspended by the Board of 
Health upon the violation by the holder of any of the provisions of these 
regulations. 
Section 7. Variance 
The Board of Health may vary the application of any provision of 
these regulations to any particular case when, in its opinion, the en- 
forcement thereof would manifest an injustice, provided that the decision 
of the Board of Health shall not conflict with the spirit of these re- 
gulations. 
Section 8. Penalty 
Whoever, himself or by a servant or agent, or as the servant or agent 
of any other person, firm or corporation, violates any of these rules and 
regulations shall be punished by a fine of not more than twenty dollars.

‘3 STUDENTS TAKE NATIONAL 
MERIT SCHOLARSHIP TEST 
More than 30 students at Wil 
mington High School took the 
National Merit Scholarship 
Qualifying Test, Principal 
Bemard McMahon announced re- 
cently. The test was adninis- 
tered at the high school on 
Tuesday, April 29. 

The National Merit Scholar 
ship Qualifying Test is a 
three hour measure of educa- 
tional growth and aptitude. 
Emphasis is on broad intell- 
ectual skills, and on under- 
standing and ability to use 
what has been learned, rather 
than on sheer knowledge of 
facts. 

The 10,000 highest will ad- 
vance to the Semi-finals and 
take a second examination in 
the fall. Those who repeat 
their high performance will 
become finalists and further 
evaluation will follow. Win- 
nets will be announced in the 
Spring of 1959. 

Each Merit Scholarship car- 
ries a stipend based on the 
need of each individual winner 
and is renewable annually 
without further competitive 
examination. The average sti- 
pend in past years has been 
$650 per year. The minimum 
award in the 1958-58 program 
will be $100 a year and a max- 
imum will be $1500 a year. 

Test results are helpful i 
deciding future education, and 
in obtaining other scholar- 
ships. The names of all pro- 
gram Finalists will be sent to 
colleges and universities and 
other scholarship organiza- 
tions through the country.

The pest is most effectively 
controlled by spraying birches 
with Lindane about 10 to 15 
days after the eggs are laid.
